I York harbor «uid the North river. Start- 
ing at 9:56, the aviator headed into the 
'wind and flew over ferry boats, yachts, 
(•steamers and D",her craft in the harbor. 
1 
Flying high, Mr. Wright went up the 


[North river over the fleet of battleships 
'and on past Grant's tomb, encircling the 
'British cruiser Argylle. 


Returning at faster speed with the 


I wind, ho came back ovor the river and 
'•landed at his starting point in the most 
matter-of-fact 
way possible. He 
had 


been gone- for 33 minutes and ,'13 seconds, 
making one of tho most perilous trips 
ever attempted. Tho distance 
of the 


flight was estimated at 15 miles. 


Nearly 30° Feet High. 


"The machine responded in fine shape," 


«aid Mr. Wright, 
as he clambered 


through the network of wires of his ma- 
chine after he landed at tho aerodrome 
on Governor's Island. 


"The 
motor worked fine. I started 


flying about 75 feet above the water, but 
kept climbing higher Tin til 1 was about 
200 to 300 feet high. The nir currents 
sent up by the funnels of the ferry boats 
interfered somewhat nnd I came down 
nearer to the water. 


"I could hear the cheorn of the sailors 


on the warships," continued Mr. Wright, 
us the enthusiastic group of army offi- 
cers and newspaper men who had await- 
ed his return with keen 
anticipation, 


grasped his hands to congratulate him. 


•The wind was blowing about ten 


jniles an hour and I had to head in a 
little toward the east, instead of point- 
ing the machine straight up the river.

During August the domestic shipments 


of all kinds of merchandise on the lakes 
amounted to 12,543,057 net tons, as com- 
pared with 10,065|449 net tons for the 
same period 'for 1908, and 12,125,459 net 
tons for the corresponding month of 


1907. 


The domestic shipments of iron ore 


during 
August, 1009 showed 
6,947,306 


gross tons, an increase of 45 per cent 
over those for a like period of 1308. Up 
,io August. 31, the total season shipments 
amounted to double those reported, for 
the same period of 190S, being 22,228,- 
003 gross tons. 


shipments showed exceedingly 


small totals. Although the shipments of 
coal and lumber . were rather heavy dur- 
ing August, they fell below the average 
for the same month of 190S. 


The movement of lake vessels in do- 


mestic trade, computed by the number 
and tonnage of vessels departing from 
the lake ports was also the largest ever 
repotted.

SHOULD ENCOURAGE 


AMERICAN SHIPPING. 


OUTLINES DUTY TO ALASKA 


Opposed to Granting a Territorial Form 


of Government to Our Far Off Posses- 
sion—Contemplates an Alaskan' Visit 


Next 
Summer—President 
Addresses 


Largest Crowd of Trip. 


SEATTLE. Wash., Oct. 1.—Speaking 


before the largest audience he has faced 
since his trip began—a crowd that over- 
flowed the Natural Amphitheater of the 
Alaska-Yukon-racific exposition, with its 
.Beating capacity of'nearly 20,000—Presi- 
dent Taft yesterday announced that he 
would urge in his coming message to con- 
gress the enactment of. a ship subsidy 
law. 


Mr, Taft declared that the country was 


ready to make such an experiment and 
that something must be done to build up 
an American merchant marine. His ut- 
'teranccs on thi,s subject were received 
with great acclaim. 


When the president turned to Alaska, 


however, and declared that he was oppos- 
ed to granting a territorial form of gov- 
ernment to that far off possession, the 
statement was received in silence. As 
the president .proceeded, however, ind 
outlined his policy for the upbuilding of 
Alaska, of recommending government aid 
in the construction of railroads, of a lo- 
cal government by a commission of five 
or more members appointed by the. pres- 
ident and co-operating with the.govern- 
or, and when he told of the great possi- 
bilities that lie in Alaska, he 
plainly 


caught the favor of his hearers and was 
loudly cheered. 


Plans Visit to Alaska. 


' Later in the day, when he was admit- 
ted to membership in the Arctic Broth- 
erhood, an 
international 
organization 


made up of Canadians and Americans in- 
terested in the development of Alaska, 
the president announced that he intended 
to visit Alaska next summer. 


In discussing ship subsidy President 


Taft declared that if a war should come 
at this time the United States would not 
have enough vessels to carry coal to its 
fleets. And it would be doubtful, under 
the neutrality laws, he added, if the 
United 'States would be able to buy for- 
eign vessels in the emergency. 


"The president had an interesting and 


busy day at the exposition which ended 
with a banquet in the Washington 'build- 
ing on the exposition grounds. 


In beginning his speech in the amphi- 


theater the president said: 


•'1 need not tell you of the inadequacy 


of the American shipping^ marine on the 
pacific and of the growing commercial 
progress in this regard of the empire of 
Japan, Japan is one of tho most active 
*nd generous countries in the ma,ttcr of 
subsidies to its merchant marine, and 
the effect is only too visible in an exam- 
ination of the statistics. 


Wants Congress.to Act. 


"For this reason it seems to me that 


there is no subject to which congress can 
better devote its attention during the 
coming session than the bill which will 
regulate our merchant marine in eueh-a 
way as to establish American lines be- 
tween 
our Atlantic ports and 
South 


American ports and between our Pacific 
portu and the Orient and the Philippines. 


"We earn a profit from our foreign 


mails of from six to eight millions of 
dollars a year. The appropriation 
of 


that amount would be sufficient to put 
on a satisfactory basis two or three- or 
icntal lines and several lines from the 
east to South America. 


"Of course, we are familiar with the 


argument that this would he a contribu- 
tion to private companies out of the 
treasury of the United States, but we 
ore thus contributing in various ways on 
similar principles in effect, both by our 
protective tariff laws, by our river and 
harbor bill and by our reclamation ser- 
vice. Wr arc putting money into the 
pockets of ship owners, but we arc giv- 
ing them money with which they can 
compete, for reasonable profit only, with 
the merchant marine of th* world." 


Talks About Alaska 


' Mr. Taft then turned his attention to 
Alaska and spoke of the wonderful de- 
velopment of that territory and the duty 
of the government to assist further de- 
velopment of its resources. 
'It has been proposed," he said, "that 


congress should give to Alaska the regu- 
lar form of territorial government under 
which a legislature might be elected and 
a governor, and between the two they 
might be given the powers ordinarily 
given to the legislature and executive of 
regularly organized territory. 


"I think this would be a great mis- 


take, because I do not think that the ter- 
ritory has a. population of sufficient sta- 
bility and permanence of residence to 
warrant the delegation tc a locally elect- 
ed legislation or such authority. . Many 
of the places in Alaska where there is » 
considerable population arc nothing but 
mining camps with all the migra-tory and 
temporary fcatuwa of such settlements. 


"More than that, the population is so 


»mall an compared with the vast flxpanno 
of the territory that It would ho unwise 
to provide that a comparatively small 
population in southeastern Alaska should 
elect' representatives and legislate for. 
the enormous territory reaching from 


British" Columbia" cleVr' ~to the Behring 
Sea and the Arctic ooeati..' ' 
, 
' 


Favors Single. Bureau.: 


"My own ' judgment -is -'that the only 


way properlyto develop Alaska for tha 
benefit of everybody in. it. is to bring tho 
territory under 'the management of one 
bureau or department in Washington, so 
that all' tne. officials -in. the'government, 
shall have to respond to on* head, and so 
also.'.'that the ' interests of; the. cntirs 
territory shall be .centered in. one respon- 
sible bureau"chief in Washington, whose 
business it. shall be through .his depart- 
ment chief to present to congress the 
needs of the territory and to attend to 
everything' at the national capital in 
whch the people of the territory are in- 
terested." 
• 


President'Taft hero suggested that lo- 


cal legislation be vested in a resident 
commission 'of five or more members to 
be appointed by the president to. act in 
conjunction with the governor of Alaska. 


"It will be' observed," continued the 


president, "that this is virtually the gov- 
ernment given to the Philippine Islands, 
although the commission there had more 
legislative authority than it would bo 
wise or necessary to give to the Alaska 
commission. Objection will be made on 
the ground that this is treating the peo- 
ple of Alaska, who are generally free 
born American citizens, as if the terri- 
tory were a dependency of persons unfit 
to exercise the power of self-government. 


"I cannot deny that conditions in Alas- 


ka are such as in my judgment prevent 
the extension of local self-government 
safely to that territory. It is. hot be- 
cause of the character of the.people if 
they were, permanent residents and suf- 
ficient in. number and sufficiently distrib- 
uted to warrant the establishment of a 
representative government; but the con- 
ditions that exist are sufficient to put 
them for the time being in a position 
justifying a similar treatment to that of 
the Philippines. Indeed it would be a 
great deal better government than at 
present because it would be vesting pow- 
er in a local authority familiar with lo- 
cal needs, and today no such power ex- 
ists. In other words, it would be a great 
advance over the present conditions. 


"Since -I" last visited the coast I am 


glad'to any that the'Philippines have 
had extended to them in the matter of a 
tariff law a measure of justice which 
ought to have been adopted nine years 
ago. If it' had been adopted then Seat- 
tle, San Francisco and the whole .Pacific 
coast would have-profited by its enact- 
incnt. 


"Free trade with: the Philippines as 


now-established between the islands and 
this country will develop an exchange 
of business between the two countries 
which will be greatly to the advantage 
of both. Trade in the Philippines has 
long had one trend, and it will take some 
time, .perhaps .two,,or thrt years, to ef- 
fest a. change, even now tha,t the law ia 
passed, but a familiarity with the situa- 
tion in the islands -makes me confident 
that the Pacific coast will come to value 
jnore and more highly the trade from the 
Philippines which .will fall to it, 


"The Panama canal will be .completed 


.on or .before the. 1st of. January, 1915, 
and with its completion the trade be- 
tween the eastern and western coasts of 
this country will be revolutionized."

THE MOON'S MOTION. 


The nearly full moon of the first 


lew days pf..the month 18 the so- 
called Harvest Moon, -which for se»- 
eral evenings rises at almost th« 
same hour every \ night.

when the moon- is nearly full It mar 
be seen to rise nearly an hour Jater 
on each 'successive evening, but at 
this time of the year onr satellite i» 
moving so rapidly northward amojis 
the stare that .the earlier rising, due 
to this northward motion, is almost 
as great as the delay in rising nat- 
urally caused by its motion toward 
the east. Since on 'each success!** 
evening it rises farther toward th« 
north, it also remains above tn« 
ground a longer time than at other 
seasons of the -year. The fnll »oo« 
of October,28 is also moving north- 
ward, though more slowly, so that 
for several evenings preceding and 
following this date there Is also an 
unusual amount of moonlight. Tlite 
full moon' is called the Hunters' 
Moon.

The observer will find It very '»-. 


wresting to .-.trace out the course of 
our satellite among the stars during 
its successive circuits around ..'-he 
heavens.
